In its last years it was sort of 
ugly - painted with red paint, and 
ina poor state of repair. But when 
Inez White painted a picture of 
the home wherein she lived, in 
1858, it was a scene to gladden the 


eye. 

The Samuel Jaques house was 
torn down in 1956, to make way 
for a new building for the New 
England Telephone Company. It 
was about 200 years old, having 
been constructed during the early 
1750s. 

It was built to face the country 
lane that is now Main Street, in 
Wilmington. It was not built, as 
were some homes of that time to 
be ‘‘square to the universe.” To 
be square to the universe meant 
that the front of the house faced 
exactly to the south, and the 
house was able to gather a 
maximum of solar heat, during 
the cold winter months. 

By 1750 the ‘‘square to the 
universe’ type of construction 
had largely disappeared in 
Middlesex County. 

, Samuel Jaques (the name of 
Huguenot derivation) and Kezia 
Thompson, both of Wilmington, 
were married in 1751. Their home 
was built on a country lane in the 
southwestern part of a plain 
which extended toward the 
church (the Congregational 
Church) and which was 
remains of a glacial lake of some 
centuries past. That lake has been 
called Lake Wilmington by the 
writer. 

Jaques evidently was a farmer, 
as was every other man. He also 
seems to have been a trader, 
although there is no real proof of 
this. He owned land on the other 
side of the country lane, beyond 
where Sweetheart Plastics is 
today. To find out just how much 
land was in that holding would not 
be easy, but it could have been 50 
or 100 acres. 

There were six children. The 
first born, Samuel inherited the 
farmhouse, and married Ruth 
Wyman, a Wilmington girl in 
1773. He was known at that time 
as Samuel Jr. His father died a 
year later, at the age of 44. 

The youngest of the family, 
Leonard was but 10 years old, and 
it is to be presumed that the 
family of Samuel Jaques.and the 
family of Samuel Jaques Jr. lived 
together for many years. 

Samuel Jr., about 1790, became 
Samuel Jaques Esquire. With a 
title like that he was quite 
probably an attorney at law. It is 
possible it was merely a title of 
respect. 

In any event he was a 
proprietor of the Middlesex Canal 
when it was constructed. One 
person in each town through 
which the canal was to go was 
named as a proprietor. 

‘That was an honor, but in the 
long run an expensive honor. It 
meant the purchase of stock to 
help build the canal. The canal 
earned good money in its day, but 
there was never enough to totally 
defray the cost of construction. 

‘There were at least two reasons 
why he was named a proprietor. 
One was that he owned land 
through which the canal was 
projected to be constructed and 
the second was that he was a 
prominent person, a person of 
note. 

Ruth died in 1808. Samuel took 
as a second bride, a few months 
later, Mrs, Esther Harnden Buck. 
She was a daughter of Joseph, the 
Revolutionary soldier who died at 
Christmas, 1775, in the lines at 
Cambridge. Colonel Joshua was 
an uncle, as was Capt. John of 
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Bunker Hill and Lieutenant 
Benjamin Harnden. 

There were no children of that 
second marriage. After the death 
of Samuel Esquire the house was 
taken over by his son James. This 
was in 1830. 

James had married a Blan- 
chard girl from Billerica. They 
were relatives of the Wilmington 
Blanchard family. There were 
four children born to James and 
Mary, the last of the Jaques 
family to be born in Wilmington. 
By this time it may be presumed, 
the back of the house had been 
added, and it was in the form of a 
letter '“T," facing the country 
lane that became Main Street. 

James became the first post- 
master of Wilmington on March 


27, 1834. It may be said that the 
Jaques house was the first 
postoffice in Wilmington. On the 
other hand maybe James had the 
postoffice in his hat,/as did 
happen in a few instances at least, 
in those days. If the postoffice 
was in the house it might have 
been a small desk or cubicle. 

James, or one of his children 
was operating a store in the house 
before 1850. It is on record that 
the Jaques Grocery was there in 
1851 

But it is to be presumed that he 
had left Wilmington, before this 
date. There is no record of his 
death. His wife had died in 1841, 
three weeks after giving birth to 
their last daughter.

pastor of the Free Will Baptist 
Church was appointed post- 
master on March 29, 1846, another 
clue, indirect, that James had 
moved elsewhere. Mr. Durgin 
lived in North Wilmington at the 
corner of what is now Mystic 
Avenue. The house still exists. His 
church became Wilmington Town 
Hall, and in addition to being the 
pastor of a church and the 
postmaster he was the teacher in 
the South School on Butters Row. 
Presumably his postoffice was in 
his hat as well. 

The Jaques Grocery is of in- 
rest. There was another grocery 
in Wilmington, on Middlesex 
Avenue, about opposite to what is 
now Federal Street, operated by 
William Blanchard, in 1851. It had 


been there for some years. 

In the year 1851 legislation was 
passed by the state legislature 
relative to liquor stores in the 
towns. Liquor had to be dispensed 
in stores. There was to be no more 
unregulated sale of liquor, it 
seems. Suddenly there were more 
grocery stores in all the towns. 
Wilmington had several, not 
counting the Blanchard and 
Jaques stores. 


Itwas shortly after 1851 that the 
home seems to have passed out of 
control of the Jaques family. Its 
second century had begun, with 
new owners. The new inhabitants 
changed from time to time. 
Possibly they were tenants, 
families who rented the place.

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In 1856 the man who lived there 
was named Silas White. He had 
been born, it seems, in Barre, and . 
had lived in Framingham and 
then in Boston. He had married 
Rhoda Marie Harnden of 
Wilmington. She was the grand- 
daughter of Lieutenant Benjamin 
Harnden. 

Rhoda’s sister Louisa had 
married Lorenzo White, in 1831. 
He may or may not have been a 
brother of Silas. It was the men of 
Rhoda’s family who in later years 
built the White’ Greenhouses, 
which ggfood between Middlesex 
Avenué and Church Street. They 
were torn down about 1922 or 1923. 

But Silas had no part in the 
greenhouses. Rhoda had died, 
shortly after the Civil War, and 
Silas went out west as did many 
other people at that time. 

Inez was a daughter of Silas and 
Rhoda. She painted the picture of 
the Jaques house in 1858, It is 
probably the finest picture that 
has been painted of any Colonial 
home of Wilmington. 

Inez, sometime after the 
painting, married a Wilmington 
man named William Hunt. The 


) couple moved to Philadelphia. 


It was in their Philadelphia 
home that Dr. Daniel T. Buzzell 
claimed as his bride Mary Louisa 
White. The couple then moved to 
Wilmington, to become another in 
the list of tenants who lived in the 
Jaques home. 

It is possible that the White 
family owned the building. It is 
also possible that they were 
merely tenants. To check the 
facts is not easily accomplished. 

But there is a map of 1876 which 
shows that S, Jaquith lived in that 
house. Presumably this is 
Simeon, brother of Alanson 
Jaquith. Wheiher or not Simeon 
was the owner or the tenant is not 
known, 

But so it would seem. Other 
names on that map, sometimes in 
duplicate, show houses owned and 
by whom. And Warren White, who 
had a shoe shop there about 30 
years ago, was of the same 
family. Warren married Lydia 
Lavoie, and after he had sold the 
place he moved to North Reading. 
It is believed he still lives there. 

About the time of World War I 
the place was known as “The 
Phelps House." Among those who 
lived there was Josie Ames, she 
was of the family that owned the 
newspaper store in Wilmington 

ware. Another was George 
Allen, who was for some years the 
superintendent of the state high- 
way, as it went through 
Wilmington. 

Philip Buzzell, well known to 
many Wilmington people, was 
born in that house. He so told the 
writer. He used to recall having a 
room in back as a child, from 
which, he imagined he would 
have to defend himself from 
attacks by Indians. 

Finally, it can be said, among 
other firsts for the Jaques house, 
is that it was the site for the first 
Boy Scout meeting in Wilmington. 
That was about 1914 or 1915. That 
was Troop I, Wilmington. Troop 
56, of the Greater Lowell Council 
would be the same Boy Scout 
troop, except that the charter was 
allowed to lapse for a weeks, 
sometime about 1925-1930. 

And, among its leaders was a 
young scoutmaster named Philip 
Buzzell. Whether or not he met 
with that troop in the old Jaques 
hayse is not known.

Planetary rendezvous not a threat

‘That's the day that all nine planets 
will be closer together than they 
have been in about 500 years, but 
nothing earthshaking will happen 

A day in 1982 was supposed to be 
the time, according to the 1974 book. 
“The Jupiter Effect," that all the 
planets would line up in a row and 
trigger a chain of events that would 
result in the worst urban earthquake 
of the century, destroying Los 
Angeles. 

“As far as we know there's never 
been such a ‘Grand Alignment’ and 


probably never will be,” said 
astronomer LeRoy Doggett of the 
U.S. Naval Observatory. ‘'Studies of 
planetary motion over millions of 
years have not uncovered a time 
when the planets would ever be in a 
straight line or even very close."* 
At Worst, Not Bad 

But even if the planets were to line 
up one behind the other, he pointed 
out, there is no known scientific 
evidence that their gravitational 
attraction is linked to earthquake 
activity. At worst, they would raise 
the tidal forces on Earth, but not 
even enough to “‘trigget an ear- 
thquake that was already about to

What will happen on March 10 
then? ‘‘An unusual celestial 


phenomenon with no cosmic con: 
sequences or significance," Dr 


Doggett said, “It won't be at all 
earthshaking,”” agreed astronomer 
Kenneth L. Franklin, of the 


American Museum-Hayden 
Planetarium. “‘Just enough of a 
planetary lineup to make people ask 
if the solar system will tip over.”

Army has a new recruiter

Although the recession isn't the 
only reason enlistments are up, it 
certainly is playing a part. “We do 
know that unemployment has an 
effect,” says William Caldwell, a 


spokesman for the Defense 
Department. “We track it very 
closely.” 


For the second year in a row the 
Army has met its quotas with ea: 


During the Army's 1979 fiscal year, 
the only recent year the All 
Volunteer Army did not meet its 
quota, civilian employment op: 
portunities were high, Mr. Caldwell 
points out. Now, however, the 
reverse is true. 

Dgtroit, one of the areas hardest 


hit™by the recession, is the No. | 
recruiting district in the country. In 
Boston, Army recruitment is up 17 
percent this quarter over the same 
quarter last year. In Philadelphia 
recruiters met 104 percent of their 
goals last fiscal year. So far this 
year, Air Force recruiters there 
already have met 60 percent of their 
new quotas 

The reasons for such success 
appear to be many. Not only has the 
economy tightened up job op 
portunities, but the armed forces are 
aggressively going after recruits,

benefits, pay hikes, and cash 
bonuses are just a few of the carrots 
the military dangles in front of 
potential recruits. One Army 
assistance program provides as 
much as $15,000 in educational funds 
after only a two-year tour of duty 
That willingness to help recruits 
attain their educational and job 
Boals is also paying off with college 
students too. Record numbers now

ROTC spokesmen point more 
proudly to the new retention rate, 
too — over 70 percent of ROTC Army 
graduates stay on for active duty. 
“Yes, we have more scholarships 
and better training,” says one 
spokesman at Army ROTC 
headquarters in Hampton, Va., “but 
there are just a lot of closet patriots 
out there."" 

Recruiters are equally happy 
about the unusually high number of 
high school graduates that now are 
going into the military. Last year. 
over 80 percent of all Army recruits 
were high school graduates — the 
most since 1974. "The Army is now 
viewed as a means to an end," says 
one recruiter in the Pittsburgh area 
«Just look at our ad campaign — ‘Be 
all youcan be.’ 

And if the recruits are benefiting 
{rom the Army. more now than ever, 
so is the Army gaining from them. 

“This is the highest educational 
level we've had since 1964," si 
Caldwell. “That means fewer 
desertions, fewer AWOLs. High 
school graduates are twice as likely 
to complete their initial eglistment 
as those without high school 
diplomas."" 


The enlistment incentives go 
beyond simple cash in hand. “The 
big reason people join up is job 
training," says Jack Muhlenbeck of 
the US Army Recruiting Command 
at Fort Sheridan near Chicago. 
“Straight pay is really a secondary 
reason.” Some recruiters, in fact, 
say they don’t believe high unem 
ployment the unemployment factor 
altogether 

“The unemployed aren't our 
market anyway,” Says a spokesman 
from the Detroit Recruiting Com 
mand. “Our high school graduate 
recruits haven't been unemployed." 
But he adds, “lots of kids here see 
their parents unemployed, and they 
listen to their high school recruiters 
more closel) 

Mary Michaloski, a college 
student in northeastern Minnesota. 
agrees. Looking for scarce jobs in 
her field of social work seems “kind 


of scary\ She talked to her local 
recruiter “who encouraged her 
toward the Army's social work 
program. ‘‘I think I might do it.”’ she 
said, “if I can’t get a job in my 
field.”

Many pharmacists contacted 
agreed with Saija that it should not 
be left to the neighborhood phar- 
macist to inform the general public 
But it is oftentimes necessary for 
pharmacist to do so.

Every one of the 141 drugs are 
those that the Federal Government, 
and now the state, has determined 
do not necessarily work.

In a November 1981 Drug Topics 
magazine, an article implied that 
Uncle Sam is as confused about the 
payment bans as pharmacists and 
patients. 

“Most of the federal government, 
including Congress, is also confused 
by federal moves to ban Medicaid 
payments for almost 200 drugs 
thought to be less than effective by 
the Food and Drug Administration," 
the article said. 

“The trouble started in the closing 
hours of Congressional debate on the 
Budget Reconcilliation Act in 
July....Unnoticed by most industry 
observers at the time, House health 
subcommittee chairman Henry A 
Waxman (D., Calif.) inserted a 
prohibition on Medicaid reim 
bursements for drugs found by the 
FDA to be less than effective. The 
payment ban was to have taken 
effect October 1, when the govern:

‘TAX PROBLEMS 

What do you do if you have a 
federal tax problem? Usually a call 
to the Internal Revenue Service can 
straighten it out. But sometimes, 
this may not work, and the more you 
try, the more you become entangled 
in red tape. 

“Don't give up," says Herbert B. 
Mosher, District Director of IRS in 
Massachusetts. “Call the IRS 
Problem Resolution Program 
(PRP) Office. Its job is to help 
people with tax problems when 
other places in the IRS fail. Once a 
problem reaches the PRP office, it's 
usually solved within five days. If 
that’s not possible, PRP keeps the 
taxpayer informed of the progress of 
the case until it's resolved.” 

Most complaints to Problem 
Resolution involve missing refunds, 
mixups in Social Security numbers, 
or mistakes by IRS or the taxpayer. 
Last year, PRP nationwide handled 
‘over 210,000 taxpayer problems. 

Mosher stresses that you should 
call PRP only after you have had at 
least one unsuccessful contact with 
IRS about the same problem. You 
can then get in touch with the PRP 
office by calling the IRS assistance 
number listed in the phone book and 
asking for Problem Resolution

Massachusetts’ new Child 
Passenger Safety Law is now being 
enforced. The new law requires that 
children up to the age of five be 
fastened in a car seat or seat belt 
when riding in a motor vehicle. The 
fine for any driver who does not 
properly restrain a child in a car is 
$25.00. * 


Signing the Child Passenger 
Safety Law, Governor King pointed 
out that statistics show motor 
vehicle accidents to be the number 
one cause of death and injury for 
children. 

This is “by far the most con 
vincing argument for the passage 
and implementatioon of this new 
law,” said Governor King. The ef 
fectiveness of car seats and seat 
belts in preventing death and injury 
is quite dramatic. 

It is estimated that approximately 
80 percent of deaths and over 60 
percent of serious injuries could be 
avoided if drivers buckle up their 
young passengers. 

Speaking of whether police would 
enforce the new law, Secretary of 
Public Safety George A. Lu 
stated, “This legislation was 
enacted to protect our most im: 
portant resource — our children. 
Our police, who care very deeply 


In a special -celebration at 
Boston's Museum 6f Transportation, 
Governor Edward J. King signed a 
proclamation designating February 
as Child Passenger Safety Month. 
Dering this month, state and local 
police will be attending special 
workshops to help them to im 
plement the new law. At the same 
time, a public information campaign 
will be launched to explain the new 
law to all Massachusetts drivers. 
Educational materials on car seat 
and seat belt safety will be available 
for hospitals, nursery schools, 
pediatricians and interested public 
and voluntary agencies. 

Pat Bartoshesky, Director of the 
Child Passenger Safety Resource 
Center, a program operated by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health, Division of 
Preventive Medicine, points out that 
more than a dozen hospitals and 
community agencies have {ree or 
low cost infant car seat rental 
programs.

Once 
discovered, the usual treatment 
includes medication and diet. That's 
why a physical check-up by your 
doctor is good {rom time to time 

Being overweight gives you a 
greater chance of having high blood 
pressure. Thus, people with 
hypertension are strongly urged to 
shed their extra pounds. Often 
weight loss alone is enough to 
restore mildly elevated blood 
pressure to normal levels 

High blood pressure can often be 
lowered by reducing sodium intake. 
In fact, people without high blood 
pressure can also benefit from 
eating less sodium 

Since table salt is the main source

of sodium in the diet, the best ad- 
vice is to limit salt at the table, in 
cooking and in salty, processed 
foods. The foods highest in sodium 
are: cured and processed meats, 
processed cheese, canned soups, 
salad dressings, sauces, snack 
foods, bouillon cubes,, dry soups, 
pickles, convenience foods, canned 
meats and fish and fast foods. Soy 
sauce, seasoned salts, meat sauces 
and most condiments are also high 
in salt 


Foods naturally low in sodium are 
fresh fruits and vegetables, dry peas 
and fresh poultry, fresh-water fish, 
meat, and unprocessed whole 
grains. Healthful eating includes 
generous servings of {fresh 
vegetables, fruits and whole grains, 
modest portions of lean meats, fish 
and poultry and some dairy 
products. In general the more highly 
processed the food, the higher its 
sodium level

Start by looking 
at the sources of fat in your meals. 
Do you eat fried foods often” Heaps 
of salad dressing’ Lots of butter or 
margerine on toast? Luncheon 
meats for sandwiches? Sauces, 
gravies, cream? Begin by choosing 
only lean meats, chicken and fish 
and prepare them without adding 
any butter, margerine or oil. That 
means to broil, roast, bake, braise or 
stew your meats. Use low fat milk 
and dairy products. Limit the 
amount of salad dressing you use, 
but not the amount of salad you eat 


Fruits and vegetables are 
naturally low in fat and sodium. Try 
having another serving of 
vegetables instead of a large serving 
of meat, You will be cutting down on 
fat and increasing the fiber in your 
diet at the same time.

One of the hits of the October 
furniture market was the console- 
sleeper introduced by Pulaski 
Furniture Corporation, to retail

Hooyer Universal of Lexington.

Holliston, Mass. “‘Not all banks offer 
the highest interest allowed by law 
on deposits and they have different 
minimums and different charges for 
services."” 

Banks also offer different ser- 
vices, such as automatic teller 
machines, paying bills by phone, or 
even by home computer, and these 
could be important to you even if 
your bank costs a little more. 

“Your time is worth money and 
each person has to determine what 
is most valuable to him," according 
to Betty Wuliger, Los Angeles-based 
author and lecturer on how to make 
your money grow 

Donoghue's Moneyletter recently 
published a checklist to use in 
comparing your bank with others 
‘The results could surprise you. 

—What minimum balance is 
required for a regular checking 
account” For a NOW or other in: 
terest-bearing checking? This 
varies from no minimum to one of 
several thousand dollars. 

—What is the interest paid on a 


NOW account? The law’ allows 
banks to pay up to 5" percent and 
thrifts up to 5' percent, but not all 
do so. 

What are the service charges if 
your NOW account falls below the 
minimum required balance? Ask 
what the “break even’ point is 
where service charges equal in- 
terest earned. 

—Does the bank offer the highest 
yield allowed on all deposits, in- 
cluding six-month money market 
certificates? 

—Does it charge for checks and 
how much? 

—Is there a charge for stop- 
payments? How much? 

—Is there a charge for over. 
drafts? Does the bank offer a cash 
reserve to cover overdrafts? 

This list will tell you actual 
charges and payments you will 
receive, but there are other factors 
to consider. 

Mrs. Wuliger said money and the 
way we handle it “is a very personal 
thing and the few extra dollars you’ 
might save and earn might not be 
worth the inconvenience of 
changing.” 

Banks have hiked “insufficient 
funds" charges to up to $20, for 
example, but if you never have a 
bad check the charge doesn't mean 
anything. “If you live from 


paycheck to paycheck, however, 
this could be important to you,” 
Mrs. Wuliger said 

“If you are known at your bank 
and can walk in and finance a car in 


10 minutes that also is worth 
money,"’ she said. 

Indeed, Donoghue said one reason 
he picked his personal bank was 
because it offered to extend com. 
mercial loans for his business. 

“Another reason, and for someone 
who travels a lot it’s no small 
matter, is that the bank has 120 
electronic cookie jars (automatic 
teller machines) scattered around 
the state,’ Donoghue said. 

‘One bank holding company on the 
West Coast has a tie-in that enables 
customers to access their accounts 
at machines in several states and we 
should see more of these inter-state 
debit card privileges in the 1980s 

Which brings us to the final 
recommendations in Donoghue's 
checklist 

—How many branch offices does it 
have and are they easily accessible? 

~Does it offer automatic teller 
machines? 

—Is the bank open late in the 
afternoon and on Saturday” 

—Are the officers and tellers 
courteous and helpful? 

“If you like your bank but find it 
doesn't compare well with others 
talk to an officer or the branch 
manager," Mrs. Wuliger said. ‘‘See 
if there's a better deal available for 
you." 

“For almost the first time ever. 
the banking consumer is in the 
driver's seat,’ Donoghue said 
“Banks that don’t respond to the 
needs of their depositors will not be 
around in the coming decade."’
